NEW BANKING BILL 


The banking and currency com- 
mittee*of the House of Representa- 
tives is considering a bill, of much 
interest to Los Angeles bankers, 
providing for larger distribution to 
stockholiding banks of the earnings 
of Federal reserve banks.

of international crime. Consular and dip- 
lomatic reports received by Gustavo Luders 
de N., Mexican Consul in this city, seem 
to confirm this. The American oil compa- 
nies themselves have made no official com- 
plaint ot any such kidnapings or bandit ac- 
tivities, no guards have been furnished 
“because of the tranquillity and safety 
which prevails in the district,” and “reports 
that the bandits were holding $250,000 
worth of movables and money are also de- 
nied.”

[PRIMITIVE PLANTS AND ANIMALS| 


Director of Nature Study, 
The green scum covering u poo! 
of stagnant water is a felted mass 
of tangled green threads. Each 
thread, when seen through the mi- 
croscope, consists of a long series 
of minute one-celled plants. 
Imagine a glass cylinder shaped 
Une a preserving jar. This would 
be a model of the greatly magni- 


fied cell wall of a single pond scum 
plant. This cell wall is made of 
a substance like wood. 

The body of living matter with- 
in the transparent cell wall looks 
something like the white of an 

A denser part of the living 
matter is the life center which 
presides over the most important 
activities of the cell. 

A band of living matter runs 
around in a spiral within the cell 
wall. It holds many minute round- 
ed bodies loaded with leaf-green. 
The color of all green plants is 
due to multitudes of just such very 
small bodies, although the individ- 
ual particles may be seen only 
through a microscope. 

It is this leaf-green which enables 
the living matter of a plant to use 
the en of sunlight in the manu- 
facture of sugar and starch. Water 
and carbonic acid gas taken into 
the plant are split up into their ele- 
ments, carbon, hydrogen and oxy- 
gen. These elements are then com- 
bined to form sugar which may be 
consumed by the living matter of 
the plant. Simply by the loss of 
water, sugar is turned into starch, 
in which form this food can be 
stored for future use. This minute 
plant, just as truly as a blade of 
grass or its cousin, the cane, makes 
sugar. So the pond scum may be 


considered as a green plant reduced 


to its lowest terms. 


LIFE CENTERS 

The life center of the mother 
pond scum plant divides and the 
two new lite centers pull apart. 
Then a wall forms across the mid- 
die of the cell and the parent plant 
has been reproduced as two baby 
plants. These scon grow up and 
divide in their turn. This is re- 
peated again and again. All stick 
together until a string of them 
forms the colony. 

Sometimes two separate strings. 
or colonies, of pond scum plants lie 
side by side. Two opposite cells 
will send out hollow processes 
which grow together. The ends 
fuse and dissolve and thus a tn- 
bular bridge is formed. 

The living matter of each cell 
pulls together into a rounded mass. 
The first one completed creeps 
through the tubular bridge and up 
to the other which has remained 
oulet. Then their living matter 
and life centers unite and a new 
generation has been reproduced 
from the two parent generations. 

Three coats develop around the 
new baby pond scum plant. The 
middle coat is waterproof and pro- 
tects the baby plant from heat and

cold. After a long period of rest. 
when the water comes and 
warmth, the baby plant sprouts 
out into the cylinder form, divides 
and by repeated multiplication re- 
produces the pond scum colony. 
In this same stagnant water, per 
haps in the slime from the under 
side of a leaf, by the aid of a mi- 
croscope, an amoeba may 


a wabbly drop of the white of an 
egg. It rolls along, over and over, 
now thrusting out one part of its 
living matter and again, another, 
and thus constantly changing its 
form. 


In one part of the field there 
is a tiny plant covered with a dia 
mond-shaped glass shell. 
some elementary sense like taste 
or smell, although this simple 
amoeba is just a bit of living mat 
ter without tongue or nose, the 
ever-hungry creature becomes 
aware of the presence of the tiny 
plant and turns, creeps up to and 
then surrounds the plant, its prey. 
Thus the amageba swallows its 


to the action of chemical and phys 
ical agents upon each other, for 
in a simflar manner a drop of chlo- 
roform will roll up and engulf, or 
“swallow.” a thread of shellac. 

REPRODUCTION BY DIVISION 

After various adventures in its 
wandering life the amoeba rounds 
into a ball, the life center divides 
and the two parts pull asunder. 
This is followed by a division of 
the body and the mother amoebae 
has been reproduced as two baby 
amoebas. 

At certain periods, as in the case 
of the pond scum. two amoebas 
flow together, their life centers 
unite and a new generation is re 
produced from the two parent gen- 
erations. 

When the pool dries up or other 
conditions are unfavorable the 
amoeba- secretes about its body « 
sac made of the same substance 
as the outer layer of an insect’s 
skin. Thus protected, the crea- 
ture rests until the environment 
is again favorable. 

Without mouth, stomach or in- 
testines the amoeba eats and di- 
gests food. 

Without liver or kidneys and 
just by the filling up of a little 
space with fluid which is then sud- 
denly thrown out of the cell the 
amoeba gets rid of waste matter. 

Without lungs the amoeba 
breathes in oxygen and breathes 
out carbonic acid gas. 

Without muscles the amoeba 
moves. 

Without nerves or brain the 
amoeba responds to the presence 
of food tn its vicinity and chases 
and captures its prey.

The valuation of the shipments 
handled during April of this year 
was $23,508,290, or a jump over 
the same month last yeur of 
$6,807,433. 

The total April inbound com- 
merce amounted to 159,067 tons, 
valued at 16.108,66, while out- 
bound shipments amounted to 280.- 
668 tons, valued at $7,399,024. 
During last April, 301 vessels ar- 
rived at the port with a total net 
tonnage of 595.923 tons, while 
there were 293 departures of ves- 
sels having a combined tonnage of
